In 1914, ho was 
for a timo acting Director of the 
Technical Institute, whilst on 
January Ist, 1015, ho was ap- 
pointad to tho post of Headmastor 
of tho Ellis Kadoorie School, 
whoro ho has since remainad. In 
addition te this position, he has 
acted as Inspector of English 
Schools and as Dirootor of Educa- 
tion, whilst in tho Inttor part of 
1920 ho was tomporarily in-chargo 
of Quoon’s Collogo: His coming 
sovorarco with the educational 
life of the Colony is much roegrot- 
ted, and the tribute paid him at 
to-day's prizo-giving coramony by 
Sir Claud Sovern reflocts tho 
feolings of his many frionds. 

Prior to coming to Hongkong, 
Mr. Bird was Hoadmastor of the 
Armonian College in Calcutta 
{1892) and assistant master of 
King's Colloge, Bangkok (1901). 
Ho is on M. A. of Oxford (All 
Souls College), where he took 
honours in classics, and since his 
service in Hongkong he has 
qualified in Cantonese. 

During hie stay in tho Colony, 
Mr. Bird has boon ono of Hong- 
kong's most prominent crickotors, 
boing an Interport bowler of 
much skill. Ho first appoarod in 
Intorport contosts in 1903 and was 
last secon in that capacity in 1920. 
As a mombor of the Civil Sorvico 
Cricket Club, he has rondored 
that body yooman sorvice, to say 
nothing of his prowess with the 
ball against both Shanghai ond 
tho Straits. 

Mr. Bird was married last sum- 
mer to Miss Constance Clarke, 
tho Hoadmistress of tho Belilios 
Public School, who for over ten 
years had boon in the Govern- 
ment sorvice, Like hor husband, 
Mrs. Bird is vory popular locally, 
and the many friends of both will 
wish thom long years of happy 
retirement at Elome.

JUDGE'S ADVICE TO 
SOLICITORS. 


Taking advantago of tho pros- 
enco in Court of a numbor of 
solicitors, this morning, the Puisne 
Judge (Mr. Justice Gomportz) 
mado somo advisory commont on 
the mannor in which the hoaring 
of Summary Court cases might 
bo expedited, 


His Lordship eaid that he bad 
had good many cases Intely in 
which a special defonce had been 
taised for tho first timo at the 
trial. Such a procedure was not 
contomplated by the Ordinance 
and at lIcast 24 hours’ notice 
should be given of o spocial 
dofence in ordor that the plaintiff 
should know of it. A good deal 
of trouble sometimes aroso and 
also some dolay, and-ho thought 
it would be his duty in future to 
enforce tho provision. Tho Court 
had power to givo leave for ao 
epocial dofonce-to bo raised with- 
out notice, but it would bo his 
duty to give it only for spocial 
roagons. He would also like tosay 
that plointiffe, through their 
solicitors and thore of tho othor 
ide, did not always try to fiod 
out what the defonce wae, and it 
often happened that thoro.was a 
dofence to which thero was no 
answor. Hoe would like to lay 
stross on tho fact that thoy wore 
busy at the prosont timo—the 
Summary Court was sitting 
Ppractipally evory day—and if 
solicitors would help thoy could 
save lot of time to tho 
profession to himself and. to 
their clients. Ho hoped that 
mombors of the profession 
would do something stich as 
ho had. suggested in’ ordor to bavo 
time, booauso thoy didn’t want to 
bo dolayed by casos which would 
not procead furthor {f the parti- 
culars of the defence wore known 
by the other side. It dida‘t 
mattor so vory muoh in the old 
days whon thoro was loss busi- 
ness, but it mattorod rather more 
just now. :

Hongkong is at tho momont in 
tho midst of its annual sories of 
school prize distributions, at 
which roviows aro givon of tho 
yoor’s progress and the rowards 
of application handod out to the 
studonts who havo won thom. 
Thore is ono fenturo about 
theso functions which strikes a 
relatively now noto. We rofor 
to the considorablo reforoncos, in 
tho annual roports, to sporting 
activities. ‘Those who havo lived 
for any lungth of timo in the 
Colony will recall that in timos 
gono by vory littlo was said in 
tho roports of schools attondod 
by Chinoso regarding outdoor 
rocroation. Tho Chinose studont 
of thoso days know practically 
nothing of such gamos as 
cricket, football, volloyball or 
tennis, whilst ho was, for tho 
most part, cqually Ignorant of 
tho art of swimming. All that 
has beon changed, and to-day wo 
witness a wholosalo indulgence 
in theso sports, with considorablo 
rivalry os botwoen schoo! and 
schoo}. ae 

Whilst wo do not for ono mo- 
mont overlook the danger of 
students paying moro hood to 
eport than to study, wo muat 
regard this largor participation in 
outdoor rocreation, by Chinoso 
studonts in particular, ry 
most boneficial dovolopmont. 
Side by sido with this practical 
intorest in organiscd gamos, 
wo have tha Boy Scout mova- 
mont, as woll as the holding of 
camping expeditions and walk- 
ing oxcursions into tho country. 
What theso things mean to 
young Chinoso who would 
normally bo confiined in uncon- 
gonial and unhealthy surround- 
ings, cannot bo fully estimated 
at tho prosont.

The Staff of Life. 

Now that a Food Commission 
in sitting’at Home wo can oxpect 
somothing to bo dono to bring 
down tho cost of living o little. 
A somowhat disquioting featuro 
of rocont months has boon a 
tendonoy—over ‘and abovo tho 
ordinary ono.of tho wintor scason 
—for food pricos'to scar slightly, 
but sufficigntly to give promiso of 
furthor ‘accrations at o future 
dato. As tho war aftermath (and 
tho Joonl strike aftermath) havo 
taught us, prices have o nasty 
habit of staying up once thoy 
havo rison, and this often onongh 
means'a highor jumping off point 
for the noxt uscont. Two itoma 
are claiming tho spocial attontion 
of tho Homo commission at pro- 

whoat and toa. 


sidorablo oporation of the market 
by spoculators, and a shameloes 
attompt to “cornor" supplics has 
beon partly oxposed. Such things 
should not bo tolorated, Tho ra- 
volations which tho commission 
is likely to make will bo interost- 
ing, especially if thoy includo 
something about the co-oporative 
societies. - Originally founded 
for tho purpose of choa- 
poning producta of all kinds, 
these soclotios havo, it is 
bo foared, developed into business 
propositions puro tnd simple. But 
of particular concern, affooting 
this part of the world os well, is 
tho position of the whoat market 
and tho possible shortage of sup- 
plios, with its train of throatonod 
highor costs. Thoro is roforonce 
by ono of the commission wit- 
nosscs to tho fact that the Eastern 
pooples are taking moro and more 
to wheat bread os a slaplo dict. 
This is ono of the moro romark- 
ablo aspects of rocont changes in 
tho East. Originally encouraged 
—some fow years ‘ago—owing to 
a shortago of rico supplies, wheat 
consumption bas increased among 
Asiatics in tho Middle and Far 
East until tho problem of world 
supplics has becomo ono of con- 
cern to most of tho governments 
of tho world. It is ploasing, thero- 
foro, to find an assuranco boing 
mado that anything liko o serious 
shortage is unlikely, and that tho 
“staff of lifo” is not likely to 
becomo hardor to obtain for tho 
mosses who aro turning to itmoro 
and moro as tho years go by. 


Looking Ahead. 

So much is reassuring for tho 
present, but tho inevitable quos- 
tion arises as to whethor thero 
is adequato _ provision for 
futuro years. Tho whoat supply 
is dopendont Jargely on fortuitous 
circumstances, and the crop 
fluctuations might, yot moan a 
sovoro shortage, odpocially os 
thero is not a groat doal of 
further Iond coming under 

sowing. Tho_ caso 

Canada is ono in pojnt. 
1923, holped by o remarkable 
succossion of fino weoks of 
weathor, {hore was a" bumpor”™ 
crop, which roquired spocial 
labour, somo of it-aven imported 
across tho Atlantic. Last yoar 
tho ylold has boon comparatively 
disappointing. Ono of these 
soasons thero will como a spell 
when crop failuros will bo 
recorded whorevor wheat is 
grown—snd thon will como 
famine, and all that it means. 
This is not intonded of ao 
discussion of .eddiological pro- 
bloms, but tho studont of such 
subjocts will roaliso how presont 
tondencios should-not ba fostered 
in tho slightest, But unloss 
mankind is preparcd to. adopt 
univorsally tho doctrinos of 
Malthus, ho ecoms inovitably to 
bo hoading for the day whon ho 
will havo staring him in the faco 
the stark question of how to 
wring further amplo sustenance 
from an ovor-ridden world.
